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give it a try. 

She called her mom, Maryellen, asked her to 
fly to Ilinois. The two went shopping for a 
bathing suit at a local mall. Though Powers bor- 
rowed a dress from a sorority sister to wear 
during the talent competition and had little 
time to research additional information on her 
“platform” the issue she would promote if 
selected — Powers wowed the judges, particu- 
larly in the talent competition. Powers experi- 
ence in musical theater paid big dividends. 

“She walks on the stage and she becomes the 
focus,” says Lotrich. “I don’t know if it's the 
good karma or what. I think she’s amazing on 
stage. Everyone else could fall down, and you'd 
watch Jenny.” 

Still, going into the states, many people had 
to consider Powers a long shot. 

“There were a lot of veterans there, and a lot 
of girls who have been to states.

Question quandary 

While the talent competition was 
clearly one of Powers’ strengths, she says 
the most difficult part of the pageant for 
her is answering on-stage questions. 

“At the Miss America pageant, I'll con- 
tinue to stress about that the most,” she 
laughs 

‘T've grown up performing, and not 
speaking publicly,” she says. “T’'ve always 
been successful portraying a character 
and saying someone else’s words. This is 
the first time I've had to be a communica- 
tor and just be Jenny Powers.” 

Before the finals, when contestants 
face another round of questions, Powers 
was concerned about what might happen. 

“I thought that I would blank, or not be 
able to articulate my thoughts,” she says. 
“But what was so calming was there was

Blue or even The PJs — but Plan- 
ning Board meetings will be broadcast 
live to Andover residents on Tuesday 
nights, at least on a trial basis. 

Andover started this trial period with 
the board’s Tuesday, July 11 meeting. 

Giving residents the chance to tune 
in at home has been argued insistently 
by a few adamant residents recently, 
said Planning Director Steve Colyer. 
So, the board figured, why not try it? 

“We talked about it after the last 
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meeting,” said Colyer. “There hasn't 
been an overwhelming cry to get it tele- 
vised, but if it (generates the interest), 
then great.” 

Some residents have argued that the 
Planning Board deals with issues just as 
important as those discussed at the 
selectmen’s meetings that have been 
televised consistently for years. 
However, Planning Chairman Michael 
Miller said the Planning Board’s agenda 


doesn’t always conjure the same level of 


interest as the selectmen’s. 
Despite the range of interest levels, 
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Colyer believes the Planning Board is 
worthy of film time, because the board 
often deals with townwide issues 

“You generally don’t find 
boards) involved in issues that 
townwide ramifications,” he said. 

“We deal with some monstrous pro 
jects,” agreed board member Paul 
Salafia. “I think it makes perfect sense 
for people to be able to follow public 
hearings from week to week.”

“I can honestly say, if I had put the 
pressure on, they never, ever, ever 
would have gotten scholarships. They 
would have gotten fed up,” he says. 

“We have a lot of people who got here 
by being overachievers. There's nothing 
wrong with that,” says child psycholo- 
gist Larry Larsen.

Most want change, di 


After much hemming and hawing, 
it looks like a review of the town char- 
ter will occur. 

Selectmen voted 3-2 in February to 
review the town charter, which could 
allow Andover to make signifcant 
changes to its governmental structure. 
However, since February, nothing has 
happened. 

But on Monday, Selectman John 
Hess reintroduced the topic of a char- 
ter review, as selectmen discussed 
goals for the new fiscal year. 

Although Chairman Brian Major, a 
review opponent, expressed concerns 
that the new board might need to come 
to a new consensus on the matter, Ted 
Teichert, the only new selectmen since 
February, quickly stated that was not 
necessary 

“CA peview) is in concrete, because it 
was already voted on,” he said. 

Teichert promises a charter review 
this year, though it is possible it won't 
be on the final list of goals for two rea- 
sons: selectmen have not yet publicly 
discussed how much of a priority it is, 
and. as Teichert pointed out, the 


review may not fall into the category of 


a 2001 goal, since it was actually voted 
on last fiscal year. 

Major also wants to “narrow the 
focus” of a charter study, before select- 


men establish the commission itself. 

“We need to identify the constraints 
(under which the commission would 
review the charter) so it’s not such a 
wide-scoping job,” he added. 

With such an important committee 
apparently on its way, the Townsman 
asked residents where they would 
place a charter review on a list of prior- 
ities. and whether the town needs one 
at all.

Math and science teachers 
have been involved in work- 
shops during the last two 
weeks learning how to operate 
the new calculators. 

Maryellen Duffy, Andover 
High science-program direc- 
tor, thinks that the students 
will love the innovative calcu- 
lators because they don't 
restrict the students from out- 
door experiments. 

“We are real excited to be 
able to use the equipment in 
September. The students will 
not be tied to the lab rooms; 
they can measure water, air 
and open space. They can 
transfer data from computer to 
calculator and vice versa. 
They can also transfer data 
from calculator to calculator,” 
she said. 

According to Duffy, the stu- 
dents will be able to measure 
acceleration with the calcula- 
tors, which will record the 


New calculators offer student investigators new freedom 
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exact points of acceleration, 
deceleration and where an 
object turns. 

Duffy said the calculators 
will be attached with computer 
probes to measure such things 
as pH, temperature and 
motion. 

“We used to use an 
accelerometer, which is a bot- 
tle with a weight inside. It was 
basically a visual estimation. 
Now the students can get accu- 
rate results with the probe as 
opposed to visual guesses,” 
Duffy said. 

Instructors from Indiana 
and Westford joined instruc- 
tors from Andover for the 
training. They were taught by 
Norma Mackenzie and Kenny 
Sconzo, who both teach chem- 
istry and biology. 

“For two weeks we were the 
students. We used the calcula- 
tors for collection of data and 
analysis; the new calculators 
can store a lot more memory 
that the ones we used in class- 
es before. They are really neat 
tools. The kids can move 
around and perform experi- 
ments,” Duffy said.

Traffic changes in the master plan are a distinct 
possibility as well, according to 
Kenneth Cram, traffic engineer for PA. Cram 
announced that Mass Highway, which had previ- 
ously refused to entertain any decreases on the 
Route 28 speed limit, may allow a speed reduction 
zone around the proposed rink entrance. 

PA will recommend a transition between the 
marked 25 miles-per-hour zone south of the pro- 
posed entrance and the abrupt jump to 45 m.p.h. 
north of the entrance. Cram projects that a 35 
m.p.h. zone between those two areas will slow traf- 
fic down. 

In addition, Cram said, the highway depart- 
ment is not in favor of PA’s plan for a center, left- 
turning lane on Route 28, because of a high poten- 
tial for head-on collisions.

The Neighbors of Phillips Academy just might 
get a little extra help from their state representa- 
tive and senator in terms of communicating their 
concerns to PA about the hockey-rink project.

Phillips instructor looks for gola

round the same time 
that Phillips Academy 
English instructor Ran- 


dall Peffer sails the Sarah 
Abbot into Boston Harbor with 
the Tall Ships, his new book 
about a summer adventure on 
the 55-foot research schooner 
will set a course for bookstores 
everywhere.

But Michael and Carolyn Shannon of 10 Ban- 
croft Road suggest that the root of the communica 
tion problem lies specifically with PA liaison 
Michael Williams. The Shannons, who are tapped 
into a sewer line that runs beneath the school’s 
property, say they came into contact with Williams 
last August when he informed them that they need- 
ed an easement from the school that would legally 
allow them to utilize the land through which their 
sewer line runs. Williams came across as threaten- 
ing to the Shannons in two separate encounters, 
they say. Though the Shannons’ easement conflict 
does not have a direct connection to the ongoing 
hockey rink project, the Shannons say that 
Williams’ behavior in this situation may be indica- 
tive of his lack of communication skills with the 
neighbors in general. 

“The hostility meter (between the Neighbors and 
Williams) is really high,” said Carolyn Shannon. 
“The concerns of the neighbors are reasonable con- 
cerns, made by reasonable people. All they need is 
some reasonable consideration,” which Williams 
has not offered yet, she said. 

“Phillips Academy has had meetings (with the 
neighbors),” said Michael Shannon, meaning five 
previous gatherings. “The problem is that when 
issues are brought up, they are just dismissed.” 

The Shannons say they are only the first ones 
suggesting that communication problems may lie 
with Williams in particular. Their feelings about 
Williams are representative of many of the neigh- 
bors, they said, many of whom are too afraid to 
speak out about the liaison specifically. 

But Planning Chairman Michael Miller, who has 
watched the three PA presentations to date, says 
both the neighbors and PA have received a fair 
chance to be heard.
